AN ACT Rel ating to enhancing the penalty for sex offenses conmtted
in a school protection zone; anending RCW 9.94A 533 and 9. 94A 728;
reenacti ng and anendi ng RCW 9. 94A. 030; adding a new section to chapter
9.94A RCW and prescribing penalties.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 9.94A RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) In a prosecution for a sex offense, the prosecuting attorney
may file a special allegation that the offense was conmtted in a
school protection zone whenever sufficient adm ssible evidence exists,
whi ch, when considered with the nost plausible, reasonably foreseeable
defense that could be raised under the evidence, would justify a
finding by a reasonable fact-finder that the offense was commtted in
a school protection zone.

(2) Once a special allegation has been made under this section, the
state has the burden to prove beyond a reasonable doubt that the
of fense was conmmtted in a school protection zone. |If a jury is had,
the jury shall, if it finds the defendant guilty, also find a speci al
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verdict as to whether the offense was commtted in a school protection
zone. If no jury is had, the court shall make a finding of fact as to
whet her the offense was commtted in a school protection zone.

(3) The prosecuting attorney may not withdraw a special allegation
under this section wthout approval of the court through an order of
di sm ssal of the special allegation. The court may not dismss the
special allegation unless it finds that the order is necessary to
correct an error in the original charging decision or unless there are
evidentiary problens that nmake proving the special allegation doubtful.

(4) If there has been a special verdict or finding that a sex
of fense was conmmtted in a school protection zone under this section:

(a) The court may inpose a fine up to twice the fine authorized by
| aw; and

(b) The statutory nmaxi num sentence for the offense shall be tw ce
the statutory maxi num sentence designated in RCW 9A. 20. 021

Sec. 2. RCW9.94A. 533 and 2007 ¢ 368 s 9 are each anended to read
as follows:

(f) The firearm enhancenents in this section shall apply to al
felony crinmes except the follow ng: Possession of a nmachine gun,
possessing a stolen firearm drive-by shooting, theft of a firearm
unl awf ul possession of a firearmin the first and second degree, and
use of a machine gun in a felony;

(g) If the standard sentence range under this section exceeds the
statutory maxi mum sentence for the offense, the statutory maxi num
sentence shall be the presunptive sentence unless the offender is a
persistent offender. If the addition of a firearm enhancenent
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i ncreases the sentence so that it would exceed the statutory maximm
for the offense, the portion of the sentence representing the
enhancenent may not be reduced.

(4) The followi ng additional tinmes shall be added to the standard
sentence range for felony crines commtted after July 23, 1995, if the
of fender or an acconplice was arned with a deadly weapon other than a
firearmas defined in RCW9.41. 010 and the offender is being sentenced
for one of the crines listed in this subsection as eligible for any
deadl y weapon enhancenents based on the classification of the conpleted
felony crine. If the offender is being sentenced for nore than one
of fense, the deadly weapon enhancenent or enhancenents nust be added to
the total period of confinenment for all offenses, regardl ess of which
underlying offense is subject to a deadly weapon enhancenent. If the
of fender or an acconplice was arned with a deadly weapon other than a
firearmas defined in RCW9.41. 010 and the offender is being sentenced
for an anticipatory offense under chapter 9A.28 RCWto commt one of
the crimes listed in this subsection as eligible for any deadly weapon
enhancenments, the following additional times shall be added to the
standard sentence range determ ned under subsection (2) of this section
based on the felony crinme of conviction as classified under RCW
9A.

If the addition of a deadly weapon enhancenent
i ncreases the sentence so that it would exceed the statutory maximm
for the offense, the portion of the sentence representing the
enhancenent may not be reduced.

(5) The follow ng additional tines shall be added to the standard
sentence range if the offender or an acconplice commtted the offense
while in a county jail or state correctional facility and the offender
is being sentenced for one of the crimes listed in this subsection. |If
the offender or an acconplice commtted one of the crines listed in
this subsection while in a county jail or state correctional facility,
and the offender is being sentenced for an anticipatory of fense under
chapter 9A.28 RCW to commt one of the crines listed in this
subsection, the followng additional times shall be added to the
standard sentence range determ ned under subsection (2) of this
section:

(a) Eighteen nonths for offenses commtted under RCW 69. 50.401(2)
(a) or (b) or 69.50.410;

(b) Fifteen nonths for offenses conmtted under RCW 69.50.401(2)
(c), (d), or (e);

For the purposes of this subsection, all of the real property of a

for all offenses sentenced under this chapter. However, whether or not
a mandatory mninmum term has expired, an offender serving a sentence
under this subsection may be granted an extraordinary nedical placenent
when aut hori zed under RCW 9. 94A. 728(4);

(c) The sexual notivation enhancenents in this subsection apply to
all felony crines;

(d) If the standard sentence range under this subsection exceeds
the statutory maxi num sentence for the offense, the statutory maxi mum
sentence shall be the presunptive sentence unless the offender is a
persi stent of fender. If the addition of a sexual notivation
enhancenment increases the sentence so that it would exceed the
statutory maximum for the offense, the portion of +the sentence
representing the enhancenent may not be reduced;

(e) The portion of the total confinenent sentence which the
of fender nust serve under this subsection shall be cal culated before
any earned early release tine is credited to the offender;

(f) Nothing in this subsection prevents a sentencing court from
i nposi ng a sentence outside the standard sentence range pursuant to RCW
9. 94A. 535.

(9) An additional one-year enhancenment shall be added to the
standard sentence range for the felony crinmes of RCW 9A 44.073,
9A. 44. 076, 9A.44.079, 9A 44.083, 9A 44.086, or 9A. 44.089 conmitted on
or after July 22, 2007, if the offender engaged, agreed, or offered to
engage the victimin the sexual conduct in return for a fee. If the
of fender is being sentenced for nore than one offense, the one-year
enhancenment nust be added to the total period of total confinenment for
all offenses, regardl ess of which underlying offense is subject to the
enhancenent . If the offender is being sentenced for an anticipatory
of fense for the felony crinmes of RCWO9A. 44.073, 9A 44.076, 9A. 44.079,
9A. 44.083, 9A 44.086, or 9A 44.089, and the offender attenpted,
solicited another, or conspired to engage, agree, or offer to engage

An enhancenent inposed under this subsection is
mandatory, shall be served in total confinenent, and shall run
consecutively to all other sentencing provisions, including any other
enhancenents inposed under this section. If the standard sentence

Unl ess the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions in
this section apply throughout this chapter.

(9) "Community restitution" nmeans conpulsory service, Wwthout
conpensation, performed for the benefit of the community by the
of f ender.

(10) "Comrunity supervision"” neans a period of tine during which a
convicted offender is subject to crinme-related prohibitions and ot her
sentence conditions inposed by a court pursuant to this chapter or RCW
16. 52. 200(6) or 46.61.524. Were the court finds that any offender has
a chem cal dependency that has contributed to his or her offense, the
condi tions of supervision may, subject to avail able resources, include
treat ment. For purposes of the interstate conpact for out-of-state
supervi sion of parolees and probationers, RCW 9.95. 270, community
supervision is the functional equivalent of probation and should be
consi dered the sane as probation by other states.

(11) "Confinenment"” nmeans total or partial confinenent.

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(12) "Conviction" means an adjudication of guilt pursuant to Titles

(13) "Crinme-related prohibition® neans an order of a court

A prior conviction that
was not included in an offender score cal cul ated pursuant to a forner
version of the sentencing reform act remains part of the defendant's
crimnal history.

(15) "Day fine" neans a fine inposed by the sentencing court that
equal s the difference between the offender's net daily incone and the
reasonabl e obligations that the offender has for the support of the
of fender and any dependents.

(16) "Day reporting" mneans a program of enhanced supervision
designed to nonitor the offender's daily activities and conpliance wth
sentence conditions, and in which the offender is required to report
daily to a specific location designated by the departnent or the
sentencing court.

(b) Any offense defined as a felony under federal |law that rel ates
to the possession, manufacture, distribution, or transportation of a
control |l ed substance; or

(c) Any out-of-state conviction for an offense that under the |aws
of this state would be a felony classified as a drug offense under (a)
of this subsection.

(22) "Earned release" neans earned release from confinenent as
provi ded in RCW 9. 94A. 728.

(23) "Escape" neans:

9A. 76.120), willful failure to return from furlough (RCW 72.66.060),
